I was interested because he 
seemed to have the same tendency which 
I had had.in my younger days to criticise 
party friends.

i I watched his course in the house, and 
saivthat he was a cogent,crisp and trench- 
ant debater,whose wit and agreeable man- 
ners made, him very popular. 
But when 


he became governor he developed abilities 
and qualities which I had not given him 
credit" for. 
He grew constantly in the 


governorship and sained, steadily in the 
estimation ot his state. I think the crown- 
ing glory ot" his career was the splendid 
stand he took in the last campaign, when 
he showed more courage than perhaps any 
of the rest of us, and took a high, broad, 
and Christian position in dealing with the 
A. P. A. movement. He did his party and 
his state great service by his opportune 
and courageous action in this matter. By 
opposing, the political proscription of men, 
simply because of their religious opinions 
he took his place with the best andstrong- 
est men in the history o! his state and 
maintained her dearest traditions. 


I lived through the old Know-Xothing 


period, and realized all'that such a move- 
ment may mean to a state, and I feel very 
deeply on the subject. 
I was a district- 


attorney in Western Massachusetts, a 
"Whig, and a know-nothing governor who 
was my personal friend labored with me 
to change my views, but I am glad to say 
that neither then nor at any other time 
did I compromise my convictions on the 
g.nestion involved. 
~ I honor Gov. Greenhalge particularly 
because in a time of stress he resisted 
the temptation to compromise his con- 
victions or even to conceal them, and 
stood firmly for what he believed to be 
right.

The following statement was issued last 


night by the attending physicians: 


Governor. Greenhalge suffered with gen- 


eral weakness, loss of appetite aud short- 
ness o( breath for several months before 
he sought medical assistance. He .con- 
sulted Dr. tvickerson Feb. 5, 1896, who, on 
examination, found evidences of nephritis, 
or inflammation oC the kidneys, and ad- 
vised him to-remalu afc homo and rest 
from work. The question to be decided 
was whether the .governor was afflicted 
with chronic nephritis, an exceptionally 
grave muladv, or with a milder form of 
inflammation of his kidneys, which mijht 
be expected to yisld to treatment. 


The subsequent progress of tho caso 


nhowed th'itt the disease was of chronic 
character. Previous to Thursday, Feb. 27, 
ho had several marked attacks of dyspnoea. 
These attacks, though somewhat severe, 
were mild in comparison with those which 
occurred at a later date. 


In the abseiico of any evidence of disease 


of the heart, and with the knowledge /of 
existence o( nephritis, it wns decided that 
this dyspncea was of urujmic origin—i. o., 
the urie, which is a constituent of the 
urine, was more or less imperfectly elim- 
inated from the system, owing to the dis- 
abled condition of the kidneys. 


The presence of lira in the blood exerted 


a toxic influence upon the pneumogastric 
nerve, which nerve controls the functions 
of respiration. 


On the evening of Feb. 27 Governor 


Greenhalge had an attack of paralysis on 
the left side, n phenomenon 'often ob- 
served in the course of chronic nephritis. 
On the afternoon of the 29th the patient 
had a paroxysm of dyspncea of alarming 
violence, which was with great difficulty 
relieved. This seizure was followed by 
others of less violent character, which oc- 
curred more frequently, and was the chief 
cause of tho patient's suffering daring the 
remainder of his life. 


On Wednesday, the 4th Inst., the symp- 


toms of ursemic poisoning became more 
profound, stupor, ura^mic fever and con- 
vulsions being present. A second stroke 
of paralysln occurred at 6:30 p. m., from 
which he never rallied, his death .taking 
place six. hours later. Governor Green- 
halge.died at 12:25, Mnrch G.

Acting Governor, 


BRIEF SKETCH OF WOICOTT'S 


OFFICIAL CAREER. 


Closely Associated with the 


Late Cov. Creenhalge. 


BOSTON, BlacDh 6.—Lieutenant Governor 


Wolcott, although uctlug governor (or 
nuurly a fortnight, became acting governor 
officially for the rest of the yeur yesterday, 
and Ills flrgt day In office wus 11 busy one. 
He arrived at the state house nt 9 o'clock, 
aud with the exception oC an hour taken 
for luncheon he remained an tho capltol 
until shortly after 4 o'clock. 


Tlio executive council met at 11 o'clock. 


The lieutenant governor 
feelingly an- 


nounced the death of Governor Green- 
halgc, and th&ii read thi): proclamation 
making public announcement 
of 
the 


death and of tho existence of a vacancy In 
the office of governor. 


Tliia pfociamntion -was unanimously 


ratified by the councillors, and Mr! 'Wol- 
cott, in addition tobcins lieutenant gov- 
ernor, became official acting governor and 
comniander-iu-chlef of the commonwealth. 


And this means that he shall exercise nil 


the rights conferred in the chief executive, 
hut that ho shall continue "with the salary 
of lieutenant governor unless the legisla- 
ture passes a resolve voting to him tho 
salary paid the chief executive. ' 


Both branches of the state legislature 


received yesterday afternoon from tho 
lieutenant governor the official announce- 
ment of the death ot Governor Green- 
halge, and each branch adjourned as soon 
us possible after the receipt of this com- 
munication. 


Woleott'i Career. 


Hon. Roger Wolcott, now acting gov- 


ernor of Massachusetts, was born in Bos- 
ton July 13, 1347. He was a son of .1. 
Huntlngtou Wolcott and a descendant, of 
the Roger Wolcotc who, . In 1716, com- 
manded the New England forces that at- 
tacked Canada. Another ancestor, Oliver 
Wolcott, w«3 one of the signers of tho 
declaration of Independence. 


The acting governor received his pre- 


liminary education In the public schools. 
Entered Harvard college, from which he 
graduated Tvlth degrees of A.B. andLL.B. 
In 1371-2 he was a tutor in the institution. 
He studied law and was kept busy as 
trustee of various large estates. 


Mr. Wolcott began his public career'in 


the Boston common council In 1377, 1878 
and 1379. In 18S!J he was elected to the 
lower house. In 1881 he voted for Grover 
Cleveland. In 1891 he was elected to tbe 
presidency .of the new Republican club. 


Ho was married to iliss Prescott, a 


great-grnuddaughtnr of Colonel Prescott.. 
who commanded tho provincial troops at 
the battle "of Banker Hill; 'ami a grand- 
daughter of W. H. Prescotc; the historian. 


In November, 1893, Mr. Wolcott vr'as 


elected lieutenant governor on the Repub- 
lican ticket, . and' re-elected Iii 1894 and 
1393. He h.is served on the committees on 
pardons, finance, charitable Institutions, 
prisons, military affairs, railroads 
and 


btate house extension. He Is an overseer 
of Harvard college and trustee of Massa- 
chusetts general hospital. 
He Is also 


prominent In Unitarian church affairs. 


Deep Connlvinc. 


SAX FRANCISCO, March 6. — Steamer 


China brings news of another coup d'etaa 
on an extensive scale at Seoul, Korea. 
On Feb. 10 the'Korean king and tho crowu 
prince went into the Russian legation and, 
protected by 127 Russian marines, formed 
fi new government, dismissing all former 
cabinet officers.

SHAKEIf. 


Italy's Withdrawal is Now 


Among the Possibilities. 


ROME, March G.—Late advices from M»«- 


scnvnh show thut although the rout of the 
Itallun.s was coj7ii)let(! beyond tiny discus- 
sion, the extent of the disaster Is some- 
what less than :ib first supposed. 


This Is said io be owing to die fact that 


tho Shoans did not pursue the Italians to 
Asmara, us at first reported, and parties 
of smi^frler.H who were believed to have 
perished are now nrririnic there. This HIM 
cfuisdl a renewal of the complaints nguinsb 
[he government for not giving the official

of

wounded, which is still, believed to be aver 
WOO. 


It appears that a majority of tho poo- 


crtils approved of General Barntiuri's at- 
tack, and nil accounts ajiree that General 
Allxirtone pushed too far. Ahead and en- 
gaged in a regular battle, his artillery, 
uousistiiig of H guns, delivering a crush- 
Ing lire upon thu enemy until the wholu 
Slionu unny dashed against General Al- 
bcrtonu's fovcca, uud

bravery and tenacity of the Askaris they 
were co.'npellcd to recede. 


Ou tho arrival of re-enforcements, it ap- 


pears. General Alljurtone made, a second 
utrack uuder the cover of the artillery, 
which is described as being splendidly 
handled, aud he kept the Shoaus ac bay 
long after the flllal rotrcat hnd been 
pouuded. Eventually, tho Askaris broke 
and the terrible rout began. "Pursued ana 
pursuers mingled together, running iwid 
flghtiug mile after mile. 


In the meanwhile General Ariraondi's 


brigade had beon packed on the other 
ridgo of the pass, there not being space 
enough for the troops to deploy or assist 
General Albertone. The result was that 
Arlmondl's men eventually became de- 
moralized, although a 
few companies 


fought gallantly, while the remainder 
were only passive onlookers of the slaugh- 
ter of their comrades by tho Shoans, who 
cut them duwu. shot them or crushed 
them beneath stones, in great numbers. 


Laler the whole of General Arimondi's 


brigade became pnolc stricken and fell uu 
easy prey to che Hara tribesmen, who 
swarmed up tho ridge, driving the Italians 
before them and cutting them down or 
ahooting them without mercy. 


Generals Baratieri, Arimuudi and Cara, 


with their revolvers in their hands,' did 
everything possible to stay the (light of 
the troops. But the cllorus of the officers 
were futile, and the rout and slaughter 
continued. 


Numerous instances of personal valor 


displayed by the Italian oflicers and men 
are recounted, but there is no expluiumg 
away the terrible defeat of General Bara- 
tieri's army.

been received that 


General Arimor.di was seriously wounded 
in the battle of Aduwu. The news that 
General Daborinhln and Colonel Galliano 
were killed is continued. 


£turmy Scenes. 


Long before the hoar of onening_ the 


chamber of deputies yest'jrt".. enormous 
crowds.of people practically surrounded 
the building. The streets in the vicinity 
were patrolled by troops. 


The sitting'oE the chamber was ot the 


wildest character. 
Sip. Crispi announced 


the resignation of the cabinet, which an- 
nouncement was received with passionate 
applause. 


Many members shouted insults at Crispi, 


hut when the premier was enabled to ob- 
taiu a hearing he grimly declared that the 
ministry, until tho nomination of their 
successors, would retain office and main- 
tain public order. 


The uproar continued throughout the 


sitting, and the scenes of extreme dis- 
order were renewed when the president 
declared the sitting ended. 


During the nproar, the premier was",is 


cool as if nothing was happening and 
bowed ironically on all sides while the 
Leftists were hooting him. Eventually 
the people iu the gallery became so excited 
and took such au active part in the demon- 
stration that the police closed that part of 
the house. But this was only accom- 
plished with a great deal of difficulty. 
There were several arrests made and a 
number of encounters by the people in the 
gallery and the police, the public hootiug 
and yelling as they were driven out. 


Later, several thousand people met on- 


the Piazza Colonna, and after listening to 
a number of fiery orations, during which 
tho African policy of the government was 
strongly denounced, the police and troops 
intervened, niid the meeting was dispersed. 


After the adjournment of ths chamber 


a majority of the deputies remained inside 
the lobbies quarrelling violently, aud in 
several cases almost coming to blows. 


JIany members of the chamber of depu- 


ties were prepared to make inflamjiatory 
speeches, aud there is much complaint 
among them, growing out of their disap- 
pointment on this score, at the .abrupt 
and summary inanuer in which an ad- 
journment was had. 
The government 


seems to have taken ths chamber by sur- 
prise with this movement. 
Even the 


Marquis di RudiDl, the leader of che Op- 
position, and who It is generally believed 
has been asked by King Humbert to form 
a new cabinet, desired to be heard by the 
chamber, and was unceremoniously cut 
off. 


The party of tho Loft had even 'given 


notice of a motion to impeach che cabinet, 
aud are iu a high state of iudigaailon at 
leaving the present ministry in undis- 
puted control, pending the formation of 
the new government. The president of 
tho chamber of deputies afterward ex- 
plained that they were actuated, in thus 
adjourning and cutting off debate by a 
desire to avert untoward incidents which 
might further imperil the welfare of the 
country. As the deputies had expressed 
the indignation of the country with the 
policy 01 the-government, and as assur- 
ances were given of a change of ministry, 
this was thought sufficient. 


Excitement ffontinnes. 


There seems to be no cessation and no 


amelioration of the agitation and dis- 
orders among the people, notwithstanding 
the less disastrous character of later re- 
ports of the battle at Adowa. .The agita- 
tion is as threatening .05 ever, and durlnj 
last evening the rioters smashed numer 
OILS windows. Almost everywhere excitc< 
crowds paraded the streets, and the polict 
had great diiScalty in dispersing them, n.' 
is shown' by the reports ot many conflicts 
that nave occurred between.the police and 
the people. A large number of nrrests 
have been made.

istence of a triple alliance between Italy, 
Germany aud Austria. The compact was 
made in the Interests of European peacu 
anil the maintaiuin''g of the status quo. 
Oue of the in'aln poiuts of the agreemeuc 
was that uacli of the powers named should 
not only rufraiu frum hostile uucion, but 
avoid causes, which would be likely tu 
a\vakeu distrust. 


It has ofteu been said that the with- 


drawal of Italy aud the formation of a 
new triple alliance would probably be a 
signal for immediate war, though equi- 
librium would not exist. 
This is not so. 


The aggressors would wait to allow tho 
weakening elements of the enemy to work 
their way, recognizing their own strength- 
ening uuHy of purpose. Italy could be 
offered inducements by the dual alliance 
(France niul Russia) that would outweigh 
tlie advantages of spectutorship and neu- 
trality. 


The dual alliance would require but a 


light burden, aud wouLl offer rich rewards. 
Iu the partition of Germany aud Austria- 
Hungary that would follow victory, sho 
would be promised vast tracts around the 
Adriatic, which, in the haiids of aa old 
euejny, have long been looked on with 
covetous eyes, and France, with vast, 
gratifying accessions on the east, might 
offur the old provinces of Nizzu and Savoy j 
aud might, perhaps, allow her to take 
Tunis aud Tripoli, iu event of her getting 
Egypt. 


Fearing to displease the powers, that 


might, without her even, be victorious, she 
would probably pass from isolation to alli- 
ance. Kurope would then see the six na- 
tions in the two great natural triple alli- 
ances: France, Russia and Italy.for ag- 
gression; Germany, Austria-Hungary and 
Great Britain for defense. These six great 
nations have a population of about 824, 
COO.UOO, of which about ri.OOO.OOU are capa- 
ble of bearing arms, possessing over 2.0UO,- 
000 tous of war vessels afloat. 


If Italy remained neutral, France and 


Russia would offer for invasion, at the 
present moment, in rouud figures, 1,500,- 
000 meu on the peace footing, and 7,OJO,UOO 
on the war footing, against au opposing 
force of £K)U,000 meu on the peaco" footing 
and 5,000.000 ou the war footing. 
This" 


heavy superiority will be greater iu ]St>7, 
for the aggi-essor-i have a population' of 
165,000,000 i n entire accord to draw from, 
while Gsrmany and Austria-Hungary 
have but 1)1,000,000.

TLe salary of the marshal In Maine wna 


fixed ot $aoOO. Under the fee system both 
district attorneys and marshals were al- 
lowed fees, not to exceed S6000-and mile- 
age, which in some cases swelled co'm- 
pensation to as high as $8000 and 510,000. 
Instead of mileage at the rate -of 10 cents 
a. mile each way, the amendment allows 
attorneys and marshals their actual travel- 
ing expenses. It fixes the fees of Uuited 
States commissioners considerably below 
the present schedule.

Excellency, Frederick T, Greenhalge. It 
is undoubtedly the desire of every mem- 
ber ot the government TO do everything 
that can be done tO'Show respect and do 
honor to tne -memory of the deceased gov- 
ernor. It is unnecessary for me to dwell 
at any length on the place he held in the 
hearts of the people. 


It is but a few days since, at a time 


when he -was supposed to be in the prime 
of life when acting as the representative of 
all onr citizen.s, I expressed my opinion of 
the nobility of his character. 
The story 


of his life is like thaD of many others, men 
whose life stand OUD prominent in the his- 
tory of our country, and the honors he has 
achieved,-show what is possible in Ameri- 
can citizenship. Although not a native of 
our city, almost his entire life wits passed 
in our midst, and tha training that devel- 
oped the qualities of greatness and good- 
ness, in his nature he received here, 
~\Ve 


were all familiar -with his early career,and 
watched with interest his rapid advance- 
ment in public life and as a njember of.the 
bar. 
' In the practice of my profession it was 


my good fortune to be brought into con- 
tact v> 
-i£li him quite frequently and it af- 


forded me an opportunity to study his 
worth as a man. In all his dealings lie 
was the soul of honor and his verbal 
promise -was the equivalent of a written 
obligation. Of him it could be truly said 
that he was one -who believed''that the 
higher obligations among men are not set 
•down in writing, signed and sealed, bnc 
reside in honor." 


One of his many qualities that in- 


creased the admiration and respect of all 
who knew him, was the puriDy of his 
private life; his devotion as a husband 
an,d kindness as a father were well known. 
By his death the city suffers an irretriev- 
able loss. 


The following committee on resolutions

The, commit- 
tee retired and the council took a recess.

SleAlvin',' said: "I first knew Mr. Green- 
halge 03 a law student in the 
office of 


Brown and Alger. I was city clerk, and 
Mr. Greerihalge often came to my office 
on "business matters connected with that 
law firm. The late John 'ff. McEvoy, Mr. 
Greenhalge and myself were friends and 
intimates-; ' and, we three, one Sunday 
afternoon in 1863/ in 'Mr. McEvoy's 
chamber, at his father's house in Tenth 
street, wrote the by-laws, and did the pre- 
liminary business ot organizing the Low- 
ell High School association. 


When Mr. Greenhalge was mayor I was 


city treasurer'; he was always dignified 
in his intercourse 
with 'all officials, ad- 


dressed me invariably as Mr. Treasurer. 
But in his private office, he1 allowed him- 
self a freedom of speech which he never 
showed in public. He frequently sent f9r 
me prior to a meeting of the city council 
and -wonted a "session" as he called it, to 
confer about the business coming up for 
the evening. ' One afternoon after pump-;

He was apparently indifferent to politi-

Ev- 
ery word has been given with a distinct- 
ness and gravity (when the occasion de- 
manded it) that invested rem-arks that 
would appear commonplace 'in another 
speaker with a gravity that added much 
to their effect. 


"Although he hadmarked success in po- 


litical life I never considered him a pol- 
itician particularly in the sense that the 
term is too commonly used nowadays. 
He could never descend to political trick- 
ery to win siiccesa. In fact i think that 
whatever savored in the least of political 
engineering has been achieved by the ad- 
vice and through the efforts of his keener, 
sharper friends.

he had unlimited command of classic 
allusion and by tho alemliic of his brain, he 
could extract a sweet liturary essence hy 
whlch ho could cast his hearers under on 
entrancing spe!l and carry them in imagi- 
nation through the most beauteous fields 
of literature. A ]>oet by nature, it is quite 
probable that had ho not been gifted as an 
orator ho would have produced poetical 
works ot great merit. 


His ideal of earthly happiness consisted 


iu the full enjoyment of literary and social j 
pleasures with his family and his dearest 
friends. 
He never sought public office 


primarily, never laid a scheme to secure 
such office and only accepted at the earnest 
solicitation of his friends. 


In this case tho otilce sought the man 


and very ael;lom if ever did any of the of- 
fices he filled maku a hotter selection. 


Col. Taylor in the Boston Globe of yes- 


terday said in effect that the governor's i 
most striking trait was his fidelity to his 
friends. 


With all due respect to tho Colonel's 


opinion we must say that this is rather a 
narrow view of the governor's character, 


True It is that he was a faithful friend, 


but \vhcn his friends wanted him to do 
anything in conllict with his conviction ol 
right, they were as a rule ignored. This 
was repeatedly proved in his refusal to re- 
ward his supporters by public office at She 
expense ot \vurthy incumbents. 


As a public official, disinterested de- 


votion to duty, and courage were his lead- 
ing characteristics. 


A good instance of his courage was 


shown when during the panic, n mob of 
Ooxeyites trom Boston common made a 
raid upon tho stateUouse to demand re- 
Hef. 


'\7hile others tre.nbled before the ap- 


proaching crowd, tuu Governor appeared 
and reminded them tlint their fir.-i; duty 
to the commonwealth was obiedeuca to the 
lan-s. He proved himself equal to the 
emergency and by his sternness in the face 
of a mob, quelled their turbulence and in 
all probability averted a riot. 


He was the friend of the poor and the 


oppressed, [or never did any just causa 
•eei his support or his sympathy in vain. 


It was his gentlemanly instincts, his re- 


finement, his wic and fldriity to friends 
that made him beloved in social and 
domestic circles, bus it was his native 
utility and his magnificent eloquence, 
guided by an -unswerving devotion to 
duty and to right that elevated him 
to public office, sending him byrajiUl steps 
to the highest poauion in the gift of 
T.he commonwealth. 
One of Nature's no- 


blamen, a beautiful character, icodes;, un- 
ostentatious, fair, upright, honest, toler- 
ant, liberal, philanthropic, what wonder 
that he so quickly won the hearts of the 
people, what wonder that now the whole 
i'taiie mourns his loss, wha.4 wonder that 
the city which claimed him as her own.puts 
"on the sable garb of Borrow Ju honor ot the 
Illustrious dead? In the rich heritage of 
bts raemury it seema that his afflicted 
widow should find consolation and his 
children the highest inspiration.

According (o tUo report of the agricul- 


tural department, the valno of tlio coun- 
try's live stock on tho let of Jannnrj, 
1390, was, io round. Cgnros, ns follows: 
HOISCH, 
if. 100,140, 000; mnloB, ft'103,- 


200,000; millccoWH, $304,000,000; oxen 
and other cattle, §508,000,000; swine, 
S1SG, 000,000, aud sheep, §65,000,000. 
It is teen, that tho valne of domestic 
sheep is nltogotber out of proportion to 
the tremendous bleating matlo by con- 
gress, Bays tho Philudelphin Hccord. 


It appears from this report that the 


total decliiio in tho value of tho like 
etock of tbe-oountry last year ivas-^Dl,- 
f;20,000. - This is less than the loss of 
£100,000,000 which tho calamity howl- 
era and pseudomaniacs assert that tho 
Wilson-Gorman tariff has inflicted upon 
sheep alouo. One of (hem, Senator War- 
ron of Wyoming, recently declared in a 
Epeech Jn congress, on the alleged au- 
thority of the agrieultunil deportment, 
that the Talno of live stockhad declined 
upward of $600,000,000 in tho last two 
years by reason of tho new tariff. One- 
half of this less ($300, 000, 000) is to be 
nffisued to tho year baforo tho tariff 
\v-ua patsed, niid the other half to the 
year that it hns been iu operation. Tho 
ir,eutal arithmetic tanght children in rho

horseflesh. - Af toi all the clamor over 
the "ruin" of- the sheep industry the 
decline iu value of sheep during 1805-0 
was a little over $1,500,000 — all on al- 
leged account of free wool I Against this 
terrible loss the farmers of tho oonutry 
can -well afford to set off tho gains in 
tho cheapness, comfort find purity of 
the clothing of themselves, their wives 
und their children. 
Thia gain has been 


so great and inestimable that it cannot 
ho computed in authentic flgoros. 'But 
iu its mere monetary aspects, aside 
from tho more Important considerations 
of health and comfort, there is no ques- 
tiou that the galu iu cheapness and 
quality of clothiug to tho Americau poo- 
plo from froo wool greatly exceeds all 
tho losses in the value of horses, mules, 
cattle and Bvrine, -with -which tho tariff 
hns nothiug to do. 


It is estimated in the agricultural de- 


partment's report that tho total domes- 
tic wool product of 1S05 amounted to 
300,000,000 pcunclfl. 
This is neurly ns 


large n domestic product as iu any year 
of the McEinley tariff. 
If it be true 


that this increase in -wool production 
has been due to some extent to the | 
slaughter of flocks in fear of the new 
tariff, up much the woiso for tha credu- 
lous sheep growers who have listened to 
tho panio mongers] 


But the domestio production of -wool 


last year and the foreign importations, 
making Q total supply of nearly 5GO, - 
000,000 pounds, indicate an extraordi- 
nary industrial revolution in the brief 
space ol 12 months. In quantity, quality 
and value of tho materials thero is noth- 
ing comparable to this in the history of 
the woolen manufactures of the country. 
It should be borno in mind that, while 
the domestic supply of wool is no worse, 
tho imports consist mainly of" the flno 
qualities of wool that were prohibited 
ty tho McKinley tariff. Instead of being 
stored in warehouses, this immense sup- 
ply of wool, foreign and domestic, tins 
gono into the milla to mako better and 
cheaper clothing than the American peo- 
ple had ever before enjoyed. 


Yet, in face of this industrial revolu- 


tion, beneficent aliko to producers and j 
consumers, a number of the manufac- 
turers of this country favor a restoration 
of CO per cent of tho McKinley duties oil 
their ravy materials in return for n like 
restoration of the barbarous duties on 
woolens. These taxes on wool upon a 
volume of imports equal to that of last 
year would amount to not less than §15,- 
000,000. The manufacturers who favor 
so wasteful and destructive a policy, of \ 
course, do not expect to pay a dollar of j 
thcso duties on wool; they intend to re- 
coup themselves from American con- 
sumers in the enhanced prices and poor- 
er. qualities of -\TOolea fabrics. Isordo 
tbeso manufacturers (who do not consti- 
tute tho largo body of the trade, by any 
means) anticipate that tha presout vol- 
umo of imports of Cue wools from Aus- 
tralia and the Andean regions would bo 
maintained. They know by experience 
that sncb n thing would be impossible 
under a high tariff, but they are willing 
to again surrender tha market for the 
fin esc fleeces which they BOW enjoy to 
tho manufacturers of England, Franco 
and Germany. They then expect to fall 
badrupoii a totally inadequate domestic 
production of wool, to bo eked out as 
formerly by increased importatipns of 
coarse third class vrool from tho hacks 
of nil the poor sheep iu tho universe. 


A policy BO mischievous to manufac- 


turers in abridging their supplies' of 
good wool, to the weavers in lessening 
tho:r opportunities of employment, .and 
to consuiaer's in enhancing the cost end 
deteriorating the quality of their cloth- 
ling, could never have commended itself 
to auy considerable number of tho 
American people eicept ty the most 
-nnscrapulcus and persistent misrepro- 
sentations of ecciuomic acts.

THS TRIPLE ALLIANCE IS HW 


SHAKEN. 


Italy's Withdrawal is Now 


Among the Possibilities. 


E.o?rn, ilarcli C.—L;itc iidviccsIroinMaa- 


Bcwjih show that although the rout of the 
Italians was coinpletu beyond any discus- 
sion, ilio extent of the disaster is some- 
what less tlmn at first supposed._ 


This is said to be ovfinp to T.ho fact that 


the Shoaiis did not pL7i'Huc the Italians" to 
Asmara, as at first reported, and pai'tios 
ot .strapjrlers wlio were believed to have 
purished tire no-,v arrivincr there. This h:».4 
caused 11 renewal oC the complaints nt™11^ 
tho ^overumeut Tor not ^ivlug »he official 
estimate 
of 
the' number killed and 


•wounded, which is sill), believed to be over 
5000. 


It appears that a majority oE the geu- 


erals approved oC'Geueral Baratievi's at- 
tac];, and all accounts npree that General 
Albertono pushed too far ahead and en- 
gaged in a regular battle, his artillei7»r, 
eou^JHtins; of 14 giiDa, delivering a crush- 
ing ilrc upon tho enemy until the whole 
Slioau army dashed against General Al- 
hertonc's forces, and 
In ' spite of the 


braviiry and tenacity of the Askaria they 
•were compelled to recede. 


On tho arrival of re-enforcements, it ap- 


pears, General Albertone made a gecond 
attack under the cover of tho artillery, 
which is described as being splendidly 
handled, and he kept the Shoans tit bay 
Ions after the IlEttl retreat had. "been 
Bounded. Eventually, tho Askaris broke 
and tho terrible rout began. Pursued and 
pursuers mingled together, running, rjid 
lighting^ mile after mile. 


In thu meanwhile General Arimondi's 


"brigade had been packed on the other 
ridge of tho pass, there nob being spaco 
enough for the troops to deploy or assist 
General Albertono. The result was that' 
Arimoudi'fi men eventually became de- 
moralized, although a few companies 
fouphc gallantly, while the remainder 
were ouly passive onlookers of the slaugh- 
ter of their comrades by the Shoans, "who 
cut them do-.vn, shot them or crushed 
tiiem beneath stones, in ffreat numbers. 


Later the whole of General Arimoudl'g 


brigade became panic stricken and fell an 
easy prey to the Hara tribesmen, who 
swarmed up the ridRC, driving the Italiaus 
before them and cutting them down or 
shooting them without mercy. 


Generals Baratieri, Arimondi and Cara, 


with their revolvers in their hands, did 
everything possible to stay the flight of 
the troops. But tlie efforts of the officers 
wcro futile, aud the'rout aud slaughter 
continued. 


Numerous Instances of personal Yalor 


displayed by the Italian officers nnd men 
are recounted, but there Is no explaining 
away the terrible defeat of General Bara- 
tieri's army. 


Information 
has been received that 


General Arimondi was seriously wounded 
In the battle of Adowa. The news that 
General Dubormlda and Colonel Galliano 
were killed is confirmed. 


Stormy Scenes, 


Long before the hour ot opening the 


chamber o£ deputies yesterfl. . enormous 
crowds of people 'practically surrounded 
the building. The streets iu the vicinity 
were patrolled by troops. 


The sitting of the chamber was of the 


wildest character. Sig. Crispi announced 
tho resignation of the cabinet, which an- 
nouncement was received with passionate 
applause. 


Many members shouted insults at Crispi, 


but when the premier was enabled to ob- 
tain a hearing he grimly declared that the 
ministry, until the 'nomination of their 
successors, would retain office and main- 
tain public order. 


The uproar continued throughout the 


sitting,. and the scenes of extreme dis- 
order were renewed when the president 
declared the sitting ended. 


Duriup the uproar, the premier was* as 


cool as if nothing was happening and 
bowed ironically on all sides while the 
Leftists \vcrs hooting him. Eventually 
the people in tho gallery became so excited 
and took such an aotivt part in the demon- 
stration that the police closed that part of 
the house. But this "wag only accom- 
plished with a great deal 'of difficulty. 
There were several arrests made and a 
number of encounters by the people in the 
gallery and the police, the public hooting 
and yelling as they wero driven out. 


Later, several thousand people met on 


the Piazza Colonna, and after listening to 
a umuber of tlery orations, during which 
tho African policy of the government was 
strongly denounced, the police and troops 
intervened, and the meeting \vasdispersed. 


After the adjournment of the chomlser 


a majority of the deputies remained inside 
tho lobbies quarrelling violently, and in 
several cases almost coming to blows. / 


litany members of the charr.bcr of depu- 


ties wero prepared to mako inflammatory 
speeches, and there is much complaint 
among them, growing out of their disap- 
pointment on this score, at the abrupt: 
and summary manner in which an ad- 
journment was had. 
The government 


seems to have taken the chamber by sur- 
prise with this movement: 
Even the 


Marquis dl Kudinl, the leader of the Op- 
position, and who 16 Is generally believed 
has been asked by King Humbert to form 
n new cabinet, desired to bo heard by the 
chamber, and was unceremoniously cut 
off.

The party of the Left had even given 


notice of a motion to impeach the cabinet, 
and are in a high state of indignation at 
leaving the present ministry In undls-. 
puted control, pending tho formation of 
the new government. The president of 
the chamber of deputies afterward ex- 
plained that they were'actuated in thus 
adjourning nnd cutting off debate by a 
desire to avert untoward incidents which 
mlcht. further Imperil the welfare of the 
country. As the deputies had-expressed 
the indignation ot tha country with the 
policy of tho government, and as assur- 
ances were given of d change of .ministry, 
thia was thought sufficient.

There seems to be no cessation and no 


amelioration of the agitation and dis- 
orders among the people, notwithstanding 
the less disastrous character of later re- 
ports of the battle at Adowa. The agita- 
tion Is as threatening as ever, aud durini 
last evening the-rioters smashed numer 
ous windows. Almost everywhere excltm" 
crowds paraded the streets, and the pollci 
had great diffioiilty In dispersing them; a. 
Is shown by the reports o£ many conflicts 
that have occurred between the police and 
the people. A ,large number of arrests 
have been Tnade.

Italy has several times tbrcatenod to 


withdraw from the triple alliance, and 
now she may be forced out by :i decision 
of her ovvfi parliament, (ir at the request 
of thu other members—Germany aud Aus- 
tria. It is an open question as to whether 
tho alliance is of any benefit to her uo\v, 
whatever it may have been in years past. 
Under its tcnaa she has been compelled TO 
keep up a costly military aud naval estab- 
lishment, which have drawn harder on 
her than ou any of the other powers. 


In March, 1S33, the Iculiau minister of 


war announced in parliament the cx- 
lfitcnCL''of a triple alliance between Italy, 
Germany aud Austria. The compact was 
made in the interests of European peace 
aud the m:i£utu.inl]ig of the status quo. 
One ot the Umin poiut= of the agreement 
was that each of the powers named should 
-4)ot only refrain from hostile action, but 
avoid causes which would b« likely to 
asvaken distrust. 


It has often been said that the with- 


drawal of Italy anil 'the formation of a 
new triple alliance vroild probably be a 
signal for immediate war, though equi- 
librium wonld not exist.' This is not so. 
The aggressors would wait to allow the 
weakening elements of the enemy to work 
their way^ recognizing their own strength- 
ening unity of purpose. Italy cuuld bo 
offered inducements by the dual alliance 
{Prance and Russia) thu: would outweigh 
the advantages of spectatorship and neu- 
trality. 


The dual alliance would require but a 


lightburden, and woul.l offer rich rewards. 
In the partition of Germany and Austria- 
Hungary that-would follow victory, she 
would bo promised vast tracts around the 
Adriatic, which, in the hands ot. an old 
enemy, have long been looked on with 
covetous eyes, and France, with vast, 
gratifying accessions on the cast, might 
offer the old provinces of Nizza and Savoy, 
and might, perhaps, allow her to tako 
Tunis and Tripoli, in event of her getting 
Egypt. 


1'earing to displease the powers, that 


might, without her even,.he victorious, she 
would probably pass from isolation to alli- 
ance. Europe would then see the sLi na- 
tions in tho two great natural triple alli- 
ances: France, Russia and Italy far ag- 
pression; Germany, Austria-Hungary and 
Great Britain for defense. These six great 
nations have a population of about 3&1,- 
000,000, of which about 74,000,000 arc capa- 
ble of bearing arms, possessing over 2,000,- 
000 tons of war vessels afloat. '•" 


If Italy remained neutral, France and 


Russia would offer for invasion, at the. 
present moment, in round figures, 1,600,- 
000 men on the peace footing, and 7,030,UOU 
on the war footing, against an opposing 
force of 900,000 men on the peace footing 
and 5,000.000 on the war footing. This 
heavy superiority will be greater in 3897, 
for the aggressors have a population of 
165,000,000 In entire accord to draw from, 
while Garmany and 
Austria-Hungary 


have but 91,000,000. 


Thirteen Xbwni Reported 'Destroyed. 
HABAKA, March 6.—The reopening of 


telegraphic communication with the re- 
gion of Pinar del Rio brings the first de- 
tailed Information of affairs in that prov- 
ince for several weeks. The rich Vuelto 
Abajo tobacco district seems to have been 
put to the torch, and is apparently re- 
duced to a wilderness. Thirteen towns 
have been obliterated or reduced to ashes, 
and their Inhabitants are wandering help- 
less over the country. The last town 
which has succumbed to the torch Is San 
Juan Y Martinez. 
The tobacco in this 


town Is famous the worlof over to all con- 
noisseurs. It? cultivation brought great 
wealth to the people of the district. 


SpanUli Students Still Snarling. 


MADRID, March 6.—Numerous groups of 


students, armed with cudgels, took part 
in a "patriotic meeting" in Buenretiro 
yesterday. A strong force of police event- 
ually dispersed them. 
The, police are 


guarding the university, the veterinary 
college and the^medical college. It Is 
stated hero that several English ship- 
owners have offered "the government to 
equip privateers on their own account in 
case of warbetween Spain and the United 
•States. .The^government has decided to 
purchase twouadditlona.l cruisers. 


United Stat» Comnlate Stoned. 


VALENCIA, March 6.—The -disorders 


•which were_. prevalent here when the news 
was first -received of the action of the 
United States senate on the Cuban ques- 
tion broke out afresh yesterday, and there 
were renewed demonstrations of hostility 
to the United States. The mob made their 
way to the United States consulate, which 
was stoned, and the windows of which 
were smashed by the Infuriated populace.
